Research to broaden knowledge about 
cattle ranching at crucial time

How to make cattle ranching more environ- 
mentally. friendly without driving ranchers out 
of business is the subject of a’ major University 
of Florida study getting under way this month 

The UF College-of Engineering coordinated a 
study to discover not only how many cows 
ranches can accommodate before water becomes 
polluted, but also whether the’ ranchers can 
earn a profit if restricted to that number - and 
how well the cattle co-exist with, or even 
attract, birds-and other wildlife. 

“We're going to try to see if we can fine tune 
this ranching operation in a way that it has less 
impact on water quality while maintaining the 
operation’s economic value and the ecosystem,” 
said Ken Campbell, lead investigator and a UF. 
agricultural and biological engineering. profes- 
sor. 

Florida ranks,among the top 10 states for beef 
production, but ranchers in the state face 
mounting pressure because of environmental 
and economic concerns, Professor Campbell 
said. 

The vast majority of Florida's more than 1 
million cattle are ranched south of Tampa and 

4 Orlando, with many on the north side of Lake 
Okeechobee. Runoff from ranches may increase 
phosphorus and nitrogen levels in the lake, 

«which drains into the Everglades, hampering 
Everglades clean up efforts. Some ranchers 
already have trouble meeting limits for phos- 
phorus, and the state may lower limits фае, 
Professor Campbell said. -— Y 

Ranchers, meanwhile, typically operate on 
thin profit margins, so removing cattle from 
ranches to reduce nutrients can easily put them 
out of business. That may not be in the state's 
best interest, since alternatives to ranching, 
such as development or citrus groves, may 
prove more environmentally or ecologically 
damaging, Professor Campbell said. 

The researchers will try to figure out how 
ranchers can stay in the black while reducing 
pollution at a 1,040-acre site on Buck Island 
Ranch. 

The 10,300-acre working ranch, northwest of 


Lake Okeechobee in Highlands County, is 
owned by the MacArthur Foundation and 
leased to the Archbold Biological Station, a pri- 
vate, nonprofit research facility devoted to eco- 
logical research and conservation. 

^ Gene Lollis, ranch manager, said the ranch 
would devote 140 of its 3,200 head of cattle to 
the experiment. The cows will be divided 
between eight 50-acre summer pastures and 


eight 80-acre winter pastures, each equipped , 


with ‘water-sampling and weather-monitoring 
equipment. Pastures will be stocked with either 
15, 20 ог'35 cows, with researchers testing and 
" comparing the runoff for each рЫ 

The results will be useful in pinning down 
how many cattle pastures can support without 
polluting runoff, but they are only one piece df a 

“large puzzle. 

Animal scientists will track how quickly 
calves grow-in’ the different pastures and how 
many cows produce calves, A nematologist will 
keep track of nematodes, small microbes that 
feed on roots and organic material in soil, as an 
indicator of soil ecosystem conditions, Wildlife 
ecologists will scrutinize how bird populations 
differ on different pastures. "We're looking to 
sev if there's an association between the bird 
species composition and livestock stocking den- 
sities,” said George*Tanner, UF. professor оѓ. 
wildlife ecology and conservation. ; 

Using data on.plant and ‘animal life collected 
from the same pastures, UF's Institute of Food 
and Agricultural Sciences (IFAS) resource 
economists will try to provide yet another puz- 
zle piece: the value of the lamg as fotage and 
habitat for wildlife.

NOAA radios save lives

It’s not really a gift that 
arrives at the television station 
each spring and fall; it's more 
of a reminder. Inside a package 
from a national firefighter's 
organization is a small battery, 
along with a suggestion that I 
advise viewers to check the 
battery on their smoke detec- 
tor. 

Obviously, it’s a good idea, 
since most. of us take our 
smoke detectors for granted. 
Yet, these simple, inexpensive 
devices can often mean the dif- 
ference between life and death. 
Changing the,battery every six 
months is the least we can do. 

Thére is another inexpensive 
device that can also mean the 
difference between life and 
death that is, unfortunately, 
not nearly as ^ommon as a 
smoke detector. Yet, it should 
be. d 

It is a NOAA weather radio 
and,'like a smoke detector, it 
should be in everyone's home. 
NOAA’ weather radiò is.a 
nationwide.-network of radio 
stations broadcasting continu- 
ous weather information direct 
from néarby National Weather, 
Service offices. 

Routine information, inclid- 
ing temperature and local fore- 
casts are updated 24 hours a 
day.It is all weather, all the 
time. $ 

But, what makes a weather 
radio as important as a smoke 
detector is its warning capabil- 
ity. When the weather turns

“A NOAA weather radio buys 
extra time for people to react 
befóre dangerous storms hit 


their areas, said Staniey 
Johnson, NOAA' weather 
radio program manager. 


“When you're in the. path of 
something like a tornado, min- 
utes and seconds can mean the 
difference between life and 
death." 

At 2 o'clock in the morning 
on Feb. 23, 1998, a series of 
tornadoes swept the Orlando 
area, killing 42 people. It was 
the deadliest tornado outbreak 
in Florida history. 

Most of those people died in 
their sleep, unaware that pow- 
erful tornadoes were bearing 
down on them. A weather radio 
would have made the differ- 
ence in alerting many of those 
people to fhe danger. And 
unlike à commercial radio, a 
NOAA weather radio doesn't 
have to be “on” to work. 

“NOAA weather radios 
equipped with an‘ alarm tone 
allows you to keep the radio on 
but quiet,” said Johnson.
